When wheat soils below tlio cost of 


production, does farming pay? No one 
who is at all versed in economic laws 
will hesitate to answer that in tlio long 
run and on tlio whole farming must 
pay. 
Like other industries, it has its 


periods of depression and must some- 
times temporarily suspend production. 


But, 
xmliko most other industries, it 


can change its product at will. 
When 


there is au overproduction of iron the 
forges can not turn to and make boots 
and shoes. The capital and labor in- 
vested mint lie idle until the demand 
catches up with the supply. But years 
ago, when the world bec-tme glutted 
with corn, the farmers planted their 
Gelds with wheat. If it is now glutted 
with wheat tlio farmers will produce 
meat. 
Root crops, alfalfa and corn 


can ho profitably turned into bcof and 
pork. 
Tlio price of meat steadily ad- 


vances from one gener.ition to the 
other. There is no possibility of pro- 
ducing too much of it. 
There are 


countless millions in tlio world to 
whom it is as yet only known as a 
luxury. 


i'arming pays from every point of 


view. The idea that a farmer can make 
im independent living by hard work, 
but can not {jot rich is full of error. 
Farming can not be compared with 
banking, because a man has to get rich 
at something eUo betoro he c.in he a 
banker. But when due allowance is 
made for the difl'eront amounts of capi- 
tal inve-ited, we venture to assert that 
the average farmer makes more money, 
works less, has heller health and lives 
longer than th* aver, ige banker. 
And 


yet banking is the cream of city occu- 
pation. 


It is fair to p*ft the farmers and their 


employes into one class and thu voit of 
the population ia the other. 
One hun- 


dred thousand people in a city can ba 
compared with one hundred thousand 
in the country. The hitter undoubtedly 
make and possess the mo->t money. The 
city may contain a do/.m millionaires 
and the country none, but there will be 
two do/en paupers in the eily to one 
in the country. Out of one hundred 
thousand city inhabitants only a few 
th.ou-.und have independent incomes. 
Tho vast majority li\e on wages, and 
if disehargt d one day do not know 
where they will obtain tlioir bread the 
next. 
Indeed, the bulk of the smaller 


tradesmen and professional men, who 
are the'r own masters, nre seldom over 
a few months ahead of starvation. A 
few weeks of stagnation is apt to foroa 
them to buy tlu'ir daily food on credit, 


But in a .section where snrill farms 


are the rule and where almost e\ery 
farmer docs his own work, every man 
is a veritable king. He may nnt have 
us tine clothes or as (Uspuptie food n# 


•ie rich man's 
servant, but he U 


ealtlrer and happier than the rich 
lan himself. lie is genet ally a yoar 
r more ahead of starvation and bank- 


ruptcy, even if events do their worst. 
Ie feeU that the air he breathes is his 
wn, that lie has to como and go at no 


man's call, that he is a bbaivhokler in 


lie earth that he treads, and that he ia 
u reality, as well as in name, a free 
Vmcrican eiti/en. 
His life is peaceful 


nd serene to an extent whiuh can not 
o understood bv tlio average eitv man, 
vhose days are davs of toil and nhosi 
ifrhts aie full 
of anxiety. — Uuuer

They will burrow in 


straw and manure, and become, very 
warm. 
In the morning they rush out 


uto an atmosphere below zero. 
They 


take cold, which settles ou their lungs, 
aud they seldom recover. When a 
:iog ha^ his hair colored by mnnure 
and straw, by becommjj too \\vim aud 
sweating, nnd ho stands around r<m«h- 
ng with hiH back hunched ii]>, tho 
)heape-t and best plan is to liill the 
ho<; at onee nnd «a\i> your corn. 


One of the most dillieult tasks on tlio 


farm is to manage, sueee-sliilly a lot of 


£i and pifjM through such a winter 
TliH. They mn.-it not sleep ton cold 


nor Ion warm, nor must there he; too 
many of them sleep tojrelher, as- they 
will pile lip nnd sullbcate eaeh other as 
they frequently do. 
Or they will pet 


too warm, and when they go out cateh 
cold. It will not do to let ho^s c'no 
for themselves. 
They should 
hnva 


sheltered 
sleeping apartments, 
dry 


and comfortable, with a reasonable. 
amount 
of 
bedding, 
but 
it must 


be 
renewed 
often, 
If 
Iherr- 
nro 


nmnv hogs they mus't be divided off 
in dill'erent apartments, and nl'ter they 
go to their beds at night they should 
be fastened in, so that they can not at 
the lir~t noi-e they hear in Ihe moni- 
ing ni-sli out in tin; wiiiddn their warm 
condition. 
But keep them in a while, 


squealing nnd stirring nboiil to pet out 
to their ( orn. In t h i s \MIV the\ cool 
off from their night's slei p and get 
their blood stai ted 
in 
circulation. 


Then they can salelv be let out. 


Smaller ones must not be allowed to 


•loi'p with this lamer ones. 
Tln-v are 


so sensitive to eold, that Ihev will hud- 
dle together. the larger ones ovcrl ly- 
ing tho smaller, and if not smothering 
them outright, they come out hot nnd 
sweating, in an unsuitable comlit on to 
stand 7uro weather. 
Hogs pav to take 


care of them. And the<, are very un- 
protitable stock if nooh'cted during a 
cold winter. 
In this respect they re- 


quire more attention than calves, colls 
or sheep. No other animals are so dis- 
posed to pile up in eold weather. 


Although from tea to li f teen per cent. 


of hogs die from cholera, thump.*, 
quinsy, colds, etc., yet there is no 
stock from whieh money can be made 
as soon, or which will yield so much 
lear profit from the money invested. 
but in cold winters the farmer mint 
exorcise constant ^ igilance alter having 
made the most ample provision for 
their care and comlort. — Iowa State

There 
was gas lust night and the supply will be 
plentiful in future. 
There were some 


amuaiug features in connection with the 
gas famine Saturday night. At the ho- 
tels there wae a great demand for lamps 
of all sizes and shapes, tallow and sperm 
candles, and at the opera house candles 
were speedily procured to be used as 
footlights. At the hotels wine bottles 
were used for candlesticks.
